Before  leaving  England  Richard  Haines  obtained  from  Edvard 
Byllinge  tv;o  grants  for  100  acres  in  test  Jersey.  The  deeds  now  in 
the  possession  of  descendants  are  dated  npril  20  and  21,  1682, 

^Richard  with  his  "ife,  Margaret,  and  four  children,  Richard, 
William,  Thomas,  and  Mary,  sailed  from  the  Domes  on  April  23,  1682 
for  America.  They  were  passengers  on  Richard  Diamond's  ship,  "Amity." 
During  the  long  hard  voyage  iRichard,  the  father,  sickened  and  died 
and  res  buried  at  sea.  After  his  death  another  son,  Joseph,  was  born 
in  inid-ocean.  Margaret  and  the  now  five  children  finally  landed  at 
Burlington,  Mew  Jersey  in  the  fall  of  1682  where  they  were  joined  by 
the  oldest  son,  John  who  had  come  over  previously. 

The  youngest  of  the  children,  Joseph,  moved  in  the  course  of  time 
and  settled  in  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  But  the  four  sons,  John, 
Richard,  V.illiam  and  Thomas,  remained  in  Mew  Jersey  where  they  became 
extensive  land  owners  and  reared  some  forty  children* 

From  these  five  sons  of  Richard  and  Margaret  have  sprung  these 
in  the  United  States  now  bearing  the  surname  Haines  in  contradistinction 
to  those  soclled  Haynes,  who  came  to  Mew  England  ajt  other  times,  but 
from  some  parts  of  England.

Mercer  of  Aynhc- on-ye -Hill  another  tract.  (The  town  of  Vest  Chester, 
Pa.  is  built  upon  lane  owned  by  John  Haines  and  devised  to  six  of  his 
children.  John  Isaac,  Rebecca,  Fhobe,  Mary  and  Esther — cart  of  said 
tract  purchased  of  Isaac  Morris  and  David  Lloyd-) 

John  Haines  also  had  two  hundred  acres  on  the  Rmcocas  and  was 
joint  proprietor  with  his  brother  Richard,  con  Jonathan  and  others  of 
2,190  acres  upon  which  was  located  the  Friendship  Mill  on  a  branch  of 
the  Rancocas.  After  the  survey  was  made  they  bought  the  Indian  title 
and  received  deeds  from  the  Indian  Chief  Ivc-Sosig*

"Lumbcrton:  The  Haines  brothers,  John,  Thomas  and  Richard;  Benjamin 

Moore  and  Dr.  Robert  Bimsdale  were  the  earliest  settlers  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Lumbcrton*  Richard  and  Margaret  Haines,  the  progenitors 
of  the  Haines  family  in  New  Jersey,  sailed  from  England  in  the  Amity 
in  1682.  It  was  a  tragic  journey  for  Mrs,  Haines  as  her  husband  died 
and  her  son,Josephi  was  born  during  the  long  and  tiresome  journey, 
according  to  family  tradition,  the  oldest  son,  John  came  over  two  year6 
earlier  and  lived  in  a  cave  at  a  place  now  known  as  Haines  Bank,  located 
on  the  creek  a  little  below  the  village  of  Lumbcrton." 

"In  11  in  (Jan.)  1683,  he  located  a  plantation  containing  200  acres 
on  the  south  side  of  Rancocas  Creek  on  Bull’ s  Head  Road  about  two  miles 
from  Lumbcrton,  the  survey  reading  in  part  as  follows}  "For  John  Haines 
one  parcel  of  land  abutting  on  the  south  side  of  ye  south  branch  of 
Northhampton  River  (Rancocas  Creek)".

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To  George  and  Thomas,  "All  that  four  hundred  acres  of  land  Trhero 
I  nov'  droll,  to  be  divided  equally  betveen  them  in  such  a  manner  that 
my  son  Thomas,  shall  have  that  part  of  the  said  land  vrhcrc  my  duelling 
house  and  other  buildings  an  \ ithout  any  notice  being  taken  of  said 
buildings  as  to  their  value  in  the  division."

The  folloving  summary  of  the  rill  of  Isaac  Haines  I, dated 
Aug.  22,  1810,  was  taken  from  records  of  rill  of  Burlington  Co.  N.  J, 
as  were  the  above  notes  on  rills, 

I,  Isaac  Haines  of  the  Tovnship  of  Northhampton  in  the  County  of 
Burlington  and  the  state  of  Kev  Jersey....  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my 
dear  rife,  Elizabeth  Haines  "Tv/o  good  feather  beds  and  bedding,  a  high 
case  of  drarers,  six  good  chairs  and  other  household  goods  and  furni¬ 
ture  sufficient  to  accommodate  her  to  keep  house  in  the  room  at  the 
rest  end  of  my  house*  rhere  I  nor  dvell,  ••  hich  I  give  unto  her  during 
her  life  vhich  room  is  for  her  use,  and  the  privilege  to  use  the  cellar, 
oven,  veil,  etc.,  as  she  shall  rant  apples  and  some  part  of  the  garden 
for  her  use,  and  that  my  son,  Joel,  do  provide  my  dear  rife  rith  suf¬ 
ficient  firerood  at  her  door  and  keep  her  one  cor"  of  her  choice.  Joel 
also  is  to  pay  her  $40  per  year  out  of  the  part  of  ray  place  I  shall 
give  him. 

To  Joel,^  of  personal  property  after  expenses  and  legacies  are 

paid. 

To  son  George, of  personal  property  about  42  acres  of  land  and 
the  "Burnt  pond  meadow"  of  the  land  of  my  father,  George  Haines. 

To  Isaac  Haines,  the  use, "for  tvo  years  and  no  longer  after  my 
decease, "  of  the  land  that  I  do  give  to  my  grandson  Zimri  Haines, 
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To  my  grandson,  Ziinri  Haines,  about  43  acres  of  land  (beginning 
at  at  stake  on  the  road  leading  north  from  lit.  Holly  to  New  Mills, etc,) 
of  vhich  he  is  to  take  possession  tro  years  after  my  decease  which 
tvo  years  his  father,  Isaac  Haines,  is  to  have  the  use  of  said  land. 

To  Her,  that  part  of  my  plantation  there  he  now  lives  — about 
30  acrec  in  two  tracts. 

To  Joel, all  the  remainder  of  the  plantation  where' I  now  live. 

To  *den,  #3,  as  he  has  had  his  share  of  my  estate, 

■To  my  daughter,  Hannan  Shinn,  4  part  of  personal  estate  after 
expenses  and  legacies  have  been  paid.

In  the  fall  of  1811,  Isaac  and  Keziah  Haines  came  to  this  county 
and  settled  about  six  miles  north  of  i  ilmington  v.here  they  bought 
256  ecres  of  land.  They  cleared  about  forth  acres  and  made  a  number 
of  improvements.  In  the  fall  of  1828  they  lost  their  place  after 
having  it  nearly  paid  for.

Zimri  Haines  emigrated  from  New  Jersey  to  Pennsylvania  there  he 
learned  the  trade  of  cabinet  maker.  Later  he  emigrated  to  Ohio*  1811* 

On  2-23-1816  Caesar*  s ' Creek  M.M*  granted  Ziinri  Haines*  request 
to  become  a  member  of  Caesar' s  Creek  keeting. 

On  10-24-1817  Zimri  Haines  and  Elizabeth  Compton  appeared  before 
Caesar's  Creek  L.  L.  (both  ken’s  and  Uoinen' s  meetings)  and  declared 
their  intention  of  marriage  -’ith  each  other. 

A  part  of  the  Women’s  minutes  of  11-28-1817  reads,  ’’The  friends 
appointed  to  incuire  into  Elizabeth  Compton’s  clearness  from  others 
relative  to  marriage  engagements  report  they  attended  to  their  appoint¬ 
ment  and  found  nothing  to  hinder  relative  to  marriage  engagements  yet 
it  appears  there  was  something  else  in  the  way  that  caused  them  to 
accomplish  their  marriage  contrary  to  our  rules*” 

Zimri  Haines,  v.ho  had  come  into  Caesars  Creek  community  to  teach 
school,  had  sho'n  attention  to  cousins,  Elizabeth  Compton  and  Mary 
Compton.  Friends  disapproved  of  a  man  shoeing  attention  to  two  girls 
at  the  same  time,  so  the  girls'  fathers,  who  vere  brothers,  took  Zimri 
to  task,  suggesting  that  he  choose  one  of  them.  He  declined  to  do  so, 
preferring  to  discontinue  his  attentions  to  both  of  them. 

In  due  time  the  mother  of  Elizabeth  Compton  sent  him  a  message 
begging  him  to  come  end  see  Elizabeth  who  was  "pining  away.”  She  was 
so  ill  they  feared  she  ould  not  live.  He  went  to  see  the  girl  —  and 
changed  his  mind.  Then  -hen  they  asked  the  meeting  to  approve  their 
intention  to  marry,  her  cousin  jealously  objected  the  "something  else" 
of  the  minutes,  Zimri  Haines  and  Elizabeth  Compton  vere  married 
11-23-1817  by  Reuben  Strong,  a  justice  of  the  Feace.  (Greene  Co.  Records) 
The  case  was  considered  for  several  months  but  they  vere  finally  dis¬ 
owned  by  the  meeting.  This  story,  familiar  to  both,  was  recalled  at 
length  by  Zimri  F.  Haines  and  Ytilliam  Mendenhall  during  a  visit  a  short 
time  before  the  death  of  the  former. 

After  the  birth  of  their  oldest  child,  Samuel,  Zimri  and  Elizabeth 
moved  1818  to  the  New  Hope  Community  near  Lumber ton.  The  small  house 
to  which  they  moved  was  located  on  the  East  side  of  the  New  Hope  Road, 
southeast  of  the  covered  bridge  over  Painter's  Run.  He  operated  a 
vater  powered  saw  mill  nearby.  People  came  many  miles  to  get  him  to 
make  coffins.  For  these  he  saved  the  finest  walnut  boards  at  the  mill. 
Many  times  he  worked  all  night  using  boards  so  vide  he  would  need  only 
one  for  the  top  or  the  side  of  the  box.

He  also  made  fine  furniture  vhich  is  cheriched  by  his  descendants 
v/ho  are  fortunate  enough  to  possess  any  of  it. 

The  brick  house ,  now  knov/n  as  the  asaph  Haines  place,  v:as  built 
in  1821*  Soon  after  Ziinri  Haines  bought  it  and  lived  there  the  remain¬ 
der  of  his  life.  Ziinri  Haines  owned  about  1200  acres  of  land  extend¬ 
ing  from  the  Y.ilmington-Xonia  Koad  to  the  Hussey  Pike.  He  donated 
the  land  on  vhich  New  Hope  Friends  Meetinghouse  ras  built  and  he  with 
his  vife  and  family  became  memoors  of  that  meeting  in  1840.  New  Hope 
Meeting  ras  a  part  oi  old  Center  1£.  M. 

7-83-1840  Ziinri  Haines  end  rife  Elizabeth  were  reinstated  at 
Center  M.  K, ,  Ohio  on  consent  of  this  meeting  .Caesars  Creek  M.M.

which  lives  a  colored  family  at  this  time)  and  apply  the  proceeds  to 
the  payment  thereof.  3rd  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  following  named 
children  Five  Dollars  each  they  having  heretofore  got  v/hat  I  think  an 
equal  part,  or  what  I  designed  as  their  part  of  my  estate  (namely) 
ainuel,  Sarah,  Elwood,  &ber,  Eli,  Clayton,  Asaph,  and  Mariah.

ANCESTRY  OF  KEZIAH  Yv'OOLMAN  HEINES 


Samuel  Eoolman,  an  aged  man,  arrived  at  Burlington,  New 
Jersey  in  1687  vith  his  son  John  Noolman,  from  Gloucestershire, 
England.  They  came  on  the  good  ship  "The  Shield"  with  a  band  of 
Quakers  who  had  previously  purchased  land  in  Nest  Jersey  from  the 
Duke  of  York  through  the  efforts  of  William  Penn. 

2John  Noolman,  then  23  years  old,  took  up  land  on  the 
Rancocas  River  with  a  frontage  of  250  ycrds  and  extending  North 
about  two  miles.  On  8-8-1664  he  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Boston, 
dau.  of  John  and  Ann  Norton*  who  vere  received  with  their  children 
by  the  Burlington,  New  Jersey, II, K .  from'  Barton  M.tt*  OXon^Eng*  dated 
3-5-1679.  She  died  in  1718.  They  occame  the  parents  of  six 
children —  Samuel,  V7ho  inherited  the  plantation;  Elizabeth,  who 
married  a  Hunt;  Ann,  who  married  John  Buff in;  Mary,  who  married 
William  Hunt;  and  Esther,  who  married  an  Allen.
